Pope’s trip 
sees peace 


efforts in 
S. Africa

GABORONE, Botswana — Pope John 
Paul_II’s Sept. 10-19 trip to southern 
Africa was set against a backdrop of new 
diplomatic moves that brought a faint 
promise of peace to the region. 

Vatican sources said that while the 
pope was not a direct participant in the 
peace efforts, he was following them with 
interest. 

There was also evidence that future 
papal trips — to Angola and South Africa 
— could depend on the outcome of the 
current movement toward dialogue. 

On Sept. 12, the day the pope was 
exhorting southern Africans to ‘“hammer 
their swords into plowshares,’’ South 
African President P.W. Botha met with 
his Mozambican counterpart, Joaquim 
Chissano, in a rare turn of regional 
politics. 

The encounter in Songo, 
Mozambique, ended with a pledge to 
cooperate in ending the civil war that has 
turned much of Mozambique into an 
impoverished landscape of refugees. The 
surprise meeting came after years of 
enmity between the two countries. 
Mozambique, a black Marxist nation, 
has long accused white-ruled and 
capitalist South Africa of aiding the 
guerrillas. 

The Mozambican rebel : force, 
Renamo, meanwhile, declared a limited 
truce to coincide with the papal visit to 
three cities in the country.

Olympics provides for athletes’ spiritual needs

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Storefront 
reaches out 
to homeless 
teen-agers

SAN DIEGO — They meet in Balboa 
Park for drug dealing, concealed in the 
blackness of the night. 

They loiter at the downtown 
Greyhound Bus Depot, waiting for 
‘*chicken hawks’’ to buy their bodies for 
sex so they can buy food the next day. 

They sleep near the Horton Plaza 
fountain among ‘scores of’ street people 
who smoke, snack and chatter with each 
other. 

They are San Diego’s homeless teen- 
agers — runaways, ‘‘throwaways,”’ 
substance abusers and _ prostitutes, 
estimated by Mayor Maureen O’Connor 
to number some 600. 

They are potential candidates for The 
Storefront, an emergency shelter at 12th 
and C Street, which is sponsored by 
Catholic Community Services, San Diego 
Youth and Community Services and 
METRO, the social service agency of 
United Methodist churches. 

The Storefront’s lifeline can save teens 
on the street from drowning in despair. 
This rescue effort is made six evenings a 
week as counselors and outreach 
volunteers board a van and head for a 


‘different area each night: downtown San 


Diego, Balboa Park, El Cajon Boulevard, 
Pacific Beach and Ocean Beach, said 
Andre Jacobs, a residential counselor. 
Signs on the van, donated by 
automobile dealer Bob Baker, advertise 
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SEOUL, South Korea (NC) — Organizers have not 
overlooked the spiritual needs of the athletes and officials 
who will participate in the 24th Olympic Games. 

Olympic organizers have set up facilities and services 
for participants, including a school that will serve as a 
center where each religious group has been given use of 
its own hall. 

Of 13,674 athletes and officials expected to join the 
Games, which begin in Seoul Sept. 17 and run through 
Oct. 2, Catholics make up the largest single group — 
about 34 percent. 

Official sources say 16 percent of participants are 
Protestant, 11 percent Buddhist, 11 percent Moslem, 6 
percent Anglican, and | percent Hindu. 


Orthodox and Jewish believers are among the 
remaining 21 percent. 

In a message for this year’s Games, Pope John Paul II 
extended ‘cordial greetings and congratulations to the 
international and Korean organizers of this universal 
celebration of friendship and good will among people.’ 

He also offered a prayer that the Games would become 
*‘a testimony of a world without discrimination, fear and 
hatred, where the human dignity of every person will be 
defended and respected, and where individuals and 
nations will respond to the problems of our times with a 
genuine sense of solidarity and commitment to peace.” 

Cardinal Stephen Kim of Seoul also has expressed 
hope that ‘‘the upcoming Seoul Olympics, a festivity for 


peace for mankind, be an opportunity for harmony and 
accord between North and South Korea.” 

The Archdiocese of Seoul has assigned nine Korean 
priests and six foreign priests to minister to the needs of 
Catholic participants. 

One-hundred and sixty-one nations, the most in 
modern history, will compete in the Games, which will 
take place for the first time on the Asian mainland. 

Of South Korea's estimated 42 million population, 2.3 
million are Catholic, according to official 1987 church 
statistics. 

Seoul also will host the 44th International Eucharistic 
Congress next year.

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Panelists: Work for rights of homeless

MIRA MESA — Panelists of a 
workshop on housing and homelessness 
Sept. 10 at Good Shepherd parish urged 
the more than 65 participants to not only 
volunteer to serve and interact with 
homeless persons, but to be advocates in 
the political process for their rights. 

Sponsored by the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, the workshop also 
focused on papal and U.S. bishops’ 
statements that support the rights of 
people to affordable and decent housing. 

Jim Stiven, panel moderator and a 
commission member, said, ‘‘We as 
Catholics have a responsibility to speak 


‘ out and act’’ to overcome homelessness. 


Panelist Christine Giordano, director 
of transitional housing for the-St. Vincent 
de Paul/Joan Kroc Center, San Diego, 
asked participants to think what it might 
be like if they were homeless. 

‘What would you do with your 
belongings ... ? Think how that feels. 
Then out of that, you should come up 
with some suggestions (of) how you can 
help.”’ 

She also suggested having personal 
contact “with homeless people, who 
usually have a low self-esteem, such as by 
inviting homeless families on a picnic or 
volunteering to babysit to give a homeless 
mother a break or a time to seek 
employment or perform other duties. 

Most families who qualify for 
temporary shelter at the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center stay for six months, but 
qualifying families can stay up to 18 


‘months, she said. 


Bob Lancer, a mental health specialist 
with the East County Mental Health 


Center, urged participants to continue to — 


educate themselves and their friends 
regarding the sources of and solutions to 
homelessness. 

“Volunteer somewhere, get involved, 
and advocate,’’ Lancer exhorted. 

If, for instance, the Gann spending 
limit is raised, ‘“‘It’s ‘important to 
communicate to your representatives’’ to 
restore funds to some_of the previously cut 
programs that can benefit homeless 
people, he said. 


CONCERN FOR HOMELESS — 


He said 30 to 40 percent of homeless 
street people have mental disorders, the 
largest being schizophrenia. Many 
mentally ill people living on the streets get 
involved in drugs, he added. 

Amy Rowland, director of 
development for the North County 
Housing Foundation, briefly described 
state Propositions 84 and 95 that will 
appear on the November ballot. 

She described them as citizen-based 
and -funded initiatives by individuals who 
care. Ae 

Prop. 84, The Housing and Homeless 
Bond Act of 1988, if approved, would 
produce 8,000 new rental units, 22,000 
rehabilitated housing units, 4,000 new 
home purchases and 33,000 new 
emergency shelter beds, according to 
promotional material on the initiative.

Guadalupe in Calexico. 


in poor areas, enabling them to address 
and resolve injustices and issues affecting 
their communities, he said. 

In addressing community problems, a 
higher quality of life may be formed, 
Klink said. Communities become unified 
and residents receive training and skills to 
build self-help organizations, he noted.

The Interfaith Housing Foundation, 
which operates housing units for low- 
income people, is also concerned for the 
quality of life of residents of such housing, 
she said. 

Jim Bliesner, reinvestment director of 
the San Diego City/County 
Reinvestment Task Force, said the City 
of San Diego’s stated goal each year is to 
provide low-income housing, but it is not 
meeting that aim. 

He urged the people to use their votes 
regarding city council candidates who 
would support growth initiatives to 
benefit poor and low-income families.

Many readers, I am sure, will join me in expressing our 
appreciation of Msgr. Charles Dollen’s columns 
““Thinking Out Loud’’ in the Southern Cross, especially 
when he writes on the religious aspects of a subject. 

In the Sept. 2 issue his explanation of usury and the 
meaning of it in the Old and New Testaments was most 
interesting. But when he strays into the laic world of 
finance and politics, as in this same column which is titled 
“Trash the credit cards?’’ questions arise as to his 
meaning. 

Because of the way he discusses credit-card interest, I 
fear that many readers will infer that every purchase 
made on a credit card will have, in addition to the sales 
tax, an added 18, 21 or 24 percent added to the cost of the 
article or service. : 

In 30 years I have never paid a cent of interest on any 
purchases with my credit card. Why? Because I paid my 
bills when submitted. Even if I had delayed, the penalty 
would have been a 1 1/2 percent charge for the unpaid 
balance that month. 

The figures in the text refer to the APR_ or annual 
percentage rate. Since so many of the statements in the 
column suggest a skewered understanding of the world of 
finance, I would be happy to pay for a trial subscription to 
the Wall Street Journal, if the good Monsignor would 
promise to read it. 

There are many advantages to the use of a credit card. 
There is perfect record of the account; there is no worry 
about carrying much cash; and it is convenient when, as 
in some places, a personal check is unacceptable. 

If one cannot resist the urge to buy and falls victim to 
.the siren call of Madison Avenue, then, by all means, 


trash the cards! But don’t blame the people who provide a 
real service at reasonable cost to many of us.

Whenever people make a racket out of religion, 
especially Christianity, my blood boils. My first 
experience with this was the novel, ‘‘Elmer Gantry,’’ a 
telling expose of a fictional con-man preacher. It was an 
equally devastating movie. 

Then I discovered Acts 19 which tells of St. Paul’s stay 
in Ephesus. The artisans of that city made great profit 
from selling statuettes of the goddess Artemis (Diana). 
When Paul’s preaching turned many away from this false 
worship, the silversmiths called a great meeting. 

Seeing their profits dwindling, they took up the cry, 
“‘Great is Artemis (Diana) of the Ephesians!’’ Whatever. 
they really believed, their financial greed substituted for 
their religious faith and hid behind it. 

The recent scandals among the televangelists have hurt 
the entire cause of religion, not just Christian 
fundamentalism. Many thinking men and women made 
the judgment, ‘‘All religion is phoney.”’ 

Now the news is filled with reports of Jimmy and 
Tammy Baker trying to buy back their ‘‘ministry’’ for 
$165 million. It is difficult not to consider how many 
gullible people will once again be taken in. 

Baptist ministers run for president of the U.S. and raise 
money in congregations all over the land, but no one 
threatens them or tries to blackmail them with the loss on 
income-tax exemptions, or even suggests a violation of 
church-state relations. 

The latest news about ‘‘The Last Temptation of 
Christ”’ is beginning to take on some of this contradictory 
nature. The best judgment on that film came from a 
preview by a critic from USCC in which he commented 
tersely that it was poor cinema and poor theology. That 
should have said it all. 

But in a dispatch from Associated Press (AP) dated 
Sept. 6, Rev. Donald Wildmon, one of the leading figures 
in the effort to censor the movie, says that this effort ‘“‘has 
helped our ministry more than anything else.”’ 

The item goes on to explain that their opposition to the 
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movie has served as a lightning rod around which to 
organize and to raise money! The controversy makes for a 
natural fund-raiser. It already smells fishy to me. 

In an article in the September issue of AFA Journal, 
which Rev. Wildmon edits, he states, ‘‘Mr. Scorcese’s 
proclamation that Jesus is more human than God goes 
against more than 1,500 years of teaching accepted by- all 
Christendom.”’ 

Now, that really makes me see red. Does Wildmon 
suggest that for the first 500 years of Christianity the 
church didn’t preach and teach the divinity of the God- 
Man, Jesus? 

Pope St. Clement I of Rome, who died about the year 
97 A.D., wrote ‘‘This is the path by which we find our 
salvation, Jesus Christ, the High Priest of our 
Sacrifice...’” A few years later, St. Polycarp wrote, ‘‘We 
worship Christ as the Son of God.”’ 

Wildmon passes over such great Christian writers as St. 
Irenaeus, St. Cyprian, St. Athanasius, St. Ambrose, St. 
Jerome and, of course, St. Augustine. In the Eastern 
church he overlooks such great theologians as St. Basil, 
St. John Chrysostom, St. Gregory and the likes. 

Besides the obvious art of extracting money from the 
people, does a crusade for censorship have much positive 
merit? It is more of a red herring which takes our 
attention from more important issues of justice and peace 
and life. 

One wonders if the money going into these far-right- 
wing efforts wouldn’t be better spent on much more 
important matters. Certainly the energy could be used 
more constructively.

Vouchers without freedom 


Political ideas without organized grassroots support are 
stillborn. : 

Education vouchers were first advocated in the 1950s to 
finance the education of all children in all schools — both 
public and private. They were proposed to ensure the 
religious freedom right of parents in the education of their 
children, yet the education voucher programs adopted 
today without exception discriminate against parents on 
the basis of their religious beliefs. Only if parents 
surrender their First Amendment rights and send their 
children to state schools does the education voucher or 
public money allocated for their education follow them to 
their schools. 

Corporate groups such as the Minnesota Business 
Partnership favor the idea of forcing schools to compete 
for students. 

Minnesota Gov. Rudy Perpich, too, speaks of 
competition and family choice. ‘‘Allowing market forces 
to work will compel our schools to be more responsive to 
the people they serve,’’ he said. 

Yet, Minnesota and all other states tell parents in 
effect: ‘‘If you send your child to a Lutheran (or Catholic) 
school which has its own ‘world view’ — it is God- 
centered and not man-centered — you will not get the 
$3,500-$4,500 education voucher to purchase the kind of 
education you want for your child.”’ 

For most families that is a heavy, if not crushing, 
financial penalty on the exercise of the First. Amendment 
right of parental choice in education. 

How can our society, so deeply committed to the rights 
and liberties guaranteed by the First Amendment, 
tolerate and endure gross suppression of the most 
fundamental rights of parents in the rearing and 
education of their children? 

The answer is simple: The rights and _ liberties 


guaranteed by the Constitution are not self-executing. 
They must be won. This has been clearly demonstrated 
by our black fellow citizens. The ratification of the 
Fourteenth Amendment did not bring equal rights to 
blacks. Blacks won their rights by organizing interest 
groups to overcome the great political clout of white racist 
organizations. 


Private school parents too can win their First 
Amendmant rights in education by organizing interest 
groups to overcome the great political clout of the 
National Education Association (NEA) and American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT). 


Our pluralistic, democratic society resolves most of its 
problems through compromise. But if Protestant, 
Cahtolic and Jewish private school parents will not 
organize in defense of their First Amendment rights in 
education, our political leaders cannot through 
compromise legislate for family choice in education. 


Education vouchers for all parents is an idea whose 
time has come, but today it is stillborn. It is stillborn 
because Catholic, Protestant and Jewish private school 
parents have not organized civil rights-in-education 
interest groups. Without such support our political 
representatives cannot vote for education vouchers 
without committing political: suicide.

Escondido parish plans city-wide Mass

ESCONDIDO — A Mass will be 
celebrated in the Kit Carson Park 
amphitheatre, 3333 Bear Valley 
Parkway, Escondido, at 11 a.m., Sept. 
25, to welcome home or _ introduce 
members of the Escondido community to 
the Catholic Church. 

The date coincides with the 
beatification of Father Junipero Serra in 
Rome and the beginning of the centennial 
celebration of the City of Escondido. 

These events will be incorporated into 
the liturgy, said Father Roger Lechner, 
pastor of Resurrection Church, which is 
sponsoring the Mass. 

Father Serra, an 18th century 
Franciscan missionary, founded Mission 
Basilica San Diego de Alcala and eight 
other California missions. 

The city-wide Mass in Escondido is 
part of Resurrection parish’s recently 
inaugurated evengelization program, 
partially funded by the Paulist Fathers’ 
National Catholic Evangelization 
Association, the pastor said. 
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Father Lechner will be the principal 
celebrant and homilist at the liturgy. 
Priests of the Escondido Deanery will 
concelebrate. 

The music and decorations for the 
liturgy are expected to reflect the current 
parish theme, “‘Resurrection is calling 
you home.’’ 

The parish’s usual Sunday Masses at 
10:30 a.m. and 12:15 p.m. will not be 
celebrated at the church but will be 
combined in the Mass in the park. 

“‘We want to share our love and 
friendship with the public ... and show 
that we can live the Gospel in today’s 
world and be comforted and find 


direction in spiritual and family 
relationships,’’ Father Lechner told 
Southern Cross. 

He hopes. some 4,000 people will 


attend the Mass, which has_ been 
advertised by radio, newspapers and 
parish bulletins. 

“‘This Mass is a marvelous opportunity

The annual diocesan Catechetical 
Institute, slated for Sept. 24 at the 
University of San Diego, is expected to 
draw more than 1,200 participants, 
according to the Office of Catechetical 
Ministry, sponsor of the event.

homelessness. 

Last week two counselors and two 
volunteers parked the van near the 
Greyhound Bus Depot and_ strode 
through the facility, searching for 
with 
backpacks — easy prey for pimps, 
pornographic movie-makers and 
‘“boosters who hire kids to steal,’’ Jacobs 
said. 

A park near Horton Plaza was the next 
stop. Here a street-wise Storefront client 
who accompanied the group shook hands 
as he excitedly greeted a longtime friend 
sitting on a bench. “‘I know everyone 
around here,’’ he told Southern Cross. 

One counselor asked about the age of a 
lady sleeping on the grass, who had one 
arm in a cast. 

Enroute to Balboa Park, a police car 
stopped the van for a report on the 
vehicle, which had been stolen that 
afternoon and recovered in the park. 

As the van skirted Balboa Park, its 
passengers searched for male prostitutes 
to invite to The Storefront. Instead they 
saw drug dealers and some 30 people near 
Sixth Avenue waiting for the Salvation 
Army truck to bring their evening meal. 

Other evenings are more rewarding, 
said Rick Koca, a Catholic Navy 
lieutenant commander and volunteer 
outreach worker. He told of a 16-year-old 
male prostitute trying to stop cars at Fifth 
and Market streets. ‘‘I told him about 
The Storefront; he said he had to make 
some money.”’ 

However, seeing the boy ‘“‘show up at 
the shelter a few nights later was an 
exhilarating feeling,’’ Koca said. 

The volunteer said The Storefront crew 
passes out business cards to shopkeepers, 
asking them to give the information to 
street kids they contact. 

Koca was stationed in Denver when he 
first heard of The Storefront on the CBS 
program ‘‘48 hours.’’ From that time, he 
resolved to join the program during his 
reassignment to San Diego. 

“TI can’t believe we’re throwing our 
kids away,’’ said the husband and father 
of three children. ‘‘I think I can make a 


difference.”’ 
Presently 12 volunteers serve at The 


Storefront in roles such as outreach 
workers, counselors, supervisors and 
advocates who accompany the youth to 
community resource agencies, said Dave 
Logan, program coordinator. 

But the shelter could use 35 volunteers 
for these duties, as well as tutoring and 
follow-up studies on teen-agers who have 
left the shelter, he added. 

Although each client has a different 
story to tell, a theme of abuse or 
abandoment runs through many of them. 
(All names of clients used in this article 
are fictitious.) 

A storefront brochure describes 
13-year-old Janie, who had been on the 
streets a year. She came to the shelter 


as an alternative to 


_ with a fever of 103 degrees and severe 
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stomach pains. 

‘‘Her head was shaved; her bruised 
body bore the marks of cigarette burns.’’ 
At first she ‘‘cowered in a corner,’’ but 
with intensive counseling, she became less 
withdrawn. 

Today Janie lives in a foster home. “‘ ‘I 
never knew anyone would care,’ she said. 
‘Now I have a new house with a fence 
around it and sheets on my bed.’ ”’ 

Skip, 19, struggled for words to explain 
his situation to Southern Cross. ‘‘Being 
homeless is something you have to 
experience. You feel nobody cares; it’s 
painful,’’ he said, putting his. arm around 
his girlfriend he met at the shelter. 

Skip went to The Storefront shortly 
after receiving an ‘‘administrative 
separation’’ from the Navy last month. 
He said he plans to return to the East to 
live with his grandmother after he earns 
enough money from his part-time job. 

Skip’s friend Pete, also 19, said he has 
eaten and slept in San Diego’s missions 
and shelters for 4 1/2 years. 

He left home because ‘‘mom and dad 
had a lot of problems. Dad is an alcoholic; 
he knocked me around a little,’’ he said. 

Pete said living on the streets is hardest 
on holidays. ‘‘Last Christmas I saw 
people having fun and opening gifts. I felt 
depressed, thinking of the mistakes I 
made, like leaving home instead of 
dealing with the problems.”’ 


Pete is now being tutored at The~ 


Storefront to take the GED test in hopes 
of getting the equivalent of a high-school 
diploma. ‘‘After I get a decent job I’ll

take a bus or plane home,”’ he said. 

Logan described typical activities at the 
shelter, a rectangular room lined with 
rows of folding cots. 

Although the usual time for admittance 
is 8 p.m., ‘‘some kids show up at any 
hour,’’ he said. 

After determining the number of 
vacancies in the 20-bed facility, ‘“we do a 
short intake for new kids and refer some 
to other shelters,’’ Logan explained. The 
Bridge in North Park and the Gatehouse 
in El Cajon can accommodate a total of 
15 runaway youth, he added. 

The Storefront clients first have dinner 
supplied by METRO through its local 
Methodist churches. The clients have 
until 11 p.m. to eat, shower and do their 
laundry. Some relax at the pool table, 
television and stereo, Logan said. 

A residential counselor and two 
volunteers are on duty during the night, 
he added. House rules forbid ‘‘drugs, 
alcohol, fighting and sexual conduct.”’ 

The facility has served over 200 teens 
since it reopened in March, Logan said. 

Vicky Richardson, community 
development consultant, described two 
levels of service provided by the shelter: 

© Clients in the first phase of crisis 
intervention can remain up to three days 
and receive lodging, food, clothing, 
medical treatment and counseling. 

e Those in the second phase can 
remain up to 90 days as they ‘‘make a 
commitment to work on goals,’’ such as 
acquiring skills in independent living, 
finance, housekeeping and job-hunting. 


PEST CONTROL 


Residential counselors facilitate group 
sessions in which clients “‘talk about 
issues such as squabbles, values, honesty, 
forgiveness, drugs and alcohol,’’ Logan 
said. 

He outlined services the teen-agers 
receive from other community groups. 

Members of Pathfinders, a support 
group of former substance abusers similar 
to Alcoholics Anonymous, hold weekly 
meetings at the shelter. These sessions 
“‘enable the kids to talk to someone who 
has been there,’’ Logan said. 

Speakers with the San Diego Aids 
Project give workshops at the shelter on 
AIDS prevention and transmission. 

A teacher from the county Department 
of Education prepares the high school 
dropouts for the GED test, which, if 
passed, is equivalent to a high school 
diploma, Logan said. 

One physician volunteers his services at 
the shelter on an on-call basis. Youth with 
medical problems are also referred to the 
Downtown Health Services, a clinic 
operated by the Episcopalian Church, the 
coordinator added. _ 

Funds to meet The Storefront’s annual 
operating costs of $250,000 come from a 
variety of sources. The state Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning makes annual 
allotments. However, about one-third of 
the funds come from private donations 
and fund-raisers, Richardson said. 

The second annual Celebri-T-shirt 
auction, held in May, netted some 
$30,000, she added. Other revenues are 
raised through The Storefront 
Endowment which receives pledges from 
donors. 

Phil Pritulsky, a parishioner at Our 
Lady of Refuge Church, Pacific Beach 
and a lieutenant commander at the 
Miramar Naval Air Station, volunteers 
with the shelter’s fund-raising activities. 

He compared street kids who drop out 
of high school with the 200 Navy recruits 
he supervises. ‘‘Except for the grace of 
God, the kids here could be on the 
street,’’ he said. 

Marilyn Daniels, a member of Catholic 
Community Services Auxiliary who 
assists Richardson with fund-raising 
activities, said that ‘‘volunteer work is 
critical for The Storefront,’’ which has no 
budget for the services volunteers 
perform. 

A new source of funds is being raised 
through local radio stations playing the 
song ‘‘Street Kids’’ written by Kenny 
Anderson, Richardson said. Every, time 
this song is played by request of a caller, 
The Storefront receives certain proceeds. 

Richardson encourages the public to 
request radio stations to play ‘‘Street 
Kids’? and become imbued with: the 
message of its refrain: 


Street kids, one more child alone 
Street kids, one more child out on their own 
Street kids, one more child looking for a home.

WHEELING, W.Va. — The new 
president of Serra International called on 
Serrans to get ‘‘back to basics’’ in their 
spiritual development to help foster 
vocations.

In the San Diego diocese, there are 
three Serra clubs — San Diego, San 
Diego East and North County San Diego 
— with approximately 130 members. 

Efforts are underway to form new 
chapters in the north coastal area, South 
Bay, East County and Imperial Valley. 

Because of the growth in Serra clubs in 
Southern. California, the San Diego 
diocesan area has been made a district in 
the organization, Richard Walloch, the 
district governor, told Southern Cross. 

He said local clubs are trying to get 
every parish in the diocese to establish a 
vocations committee and are promoting 
the 31 Club, which seeks to get Catholics to 
attend one more Mass a month to 
specifically pray for vocations. 

More than 5,000 people in parishes 
have indicated they would participate, 
Walloch reported. 


Surgery clinic to help needy children

SAN DIEGO — At least 80 children 
from Mexico and the San Diego area who 
are suffering from physical deformities, 
will be given a better chance at “‘fitting 
in.’’ ; 

On Sept. 24, COAD International will 
bring the children and some adults born 
with severe physical deformities to Mercy 
Hospital and Medical Center, 4077 Fifth 
Ave., in Hillcrest, where: some 200 
medical volunteers 
surgeons, nurses and anesthesiologists, 
will conduct the corrective surgery, said 
John Martin, founder of COAD. 

A screening process will be held Sept. 
23 to determine each patient’s exact 
surgical needs. Any needy adult or child 
in the San Diego area who cannot afford 
to have corrective surgery may apply on 
that date, said Martin. 

COAD is an_ old English term 
meaning ‘‘helper,’’ which is what the 
organization is all about, explained 
Martin. 

COAD International brings together a 
problem and solution, Martin said. 
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including _ plastic ° 


COAD locates children and: adults with 
birth defects, most notably, cleft palates, 
and, with the help of doctors who provide 


their skills free of charge, perform 
. corrective surgery, he added. 
Medical efforts can also include 


opthamology, orthopedic surgery and 
pediatric cardiology. 

The largest number of cases that 
COAD deals with are facial 
disfigurements, Martin said, adding that 
in many remote areas, especially the 
poverty-stricken, the disfigured child can 
be an embarrassment. Corrective surgery 
helps to remove this stigma, he said. 

COAD usually establishes make-shift 
clinics in highly impoverished countries 
such as Mexico or Africa, and a team of 
doctors and therapists travels to the clinic to 
perform the surgeries and follow-up 
therapy. 

Because operating conditions and 
medical supplies were much more 
practical and accessible at Mercy 


Hospital, COAD has arranged for the — 


needy children to come to the hospital. 
The local site also enables needy area 
persons to benefit from the clinic. 

‘Field clinics don’t have access to the 
advanced monitoring equipment 
available in our hospital setting,’’ said 
Mercy plastic surgeon Jonathan Jones, 
M.D 

“Also, some cases, such as hand and 
ear reconstruction, require absolute 
sterility and lengthy anesthetics,’’ he 


added. 
“‘We can do so much more if they come 


here,’ said Laura Avallone, Mercy 
Hospital director of public relations. 

“Tn today’s society, it’s hard to provide 
charity. However, we still have a mission 
to serve those in need,’’ said Avallone. 

Sept. 24, Mercy Day, celebrates the 
feast of Our Lady of Mercy, explained 
Avallone. On that day, the corrective 
surgeries will take place. 

This is the second year Mercy Hospital 
and Medical Center has opened its 
facilities to COAD International.

‘Brat pack’ shoots ’em up

Young Guns is little more than a 
lightweight showcase for some popular 
young actors who get to don cowboy suits 
and play shoot ’em up as members of 
Billy the Kid’s early brat pack. 

A period Western with language and 
street smarts smack out of the 1980s, 
“Young Guns’’ skirts and romanticizes 
the facts of William H. Bonney’s 
legendary beginnings. Billy (Emilio 
Estevez) is the gutsiest young desperado 
to be hired by honest cattle rancher, John 
Tunstell (Terence Stamp) to protect his 
shakey holdings from his corrupt 
neighbor rancher, L.G. Murphy (Jack 
Palance). 

Tunstell’s boys, nicknamed the 
Regulators, include poetic Doc (Kiefer 
Sutherland), cautious Dick Brewer 
(Charlie Sheen) and the mystic Indian- 
Mexican Chavez y Chavez (Lou 
Diamond Phillips), among others. 

After Murphy’s men easily terminate 


their feisty competitor Tunstell, 
Tunstell’s boys are riotously deputized to 
avenge their mentor’s death. 

Much of the film includes snappy 
gunplay and banter among the boys as 
they agonize over their new lives as 
deputies-cum-outlaws. As Bonney 
commits more and more outrageous 
villainous acts against Murphy’s men, he 
comes to be known as Billy the Kid, a 
desperado whose criminal exploits are 
romanticized in the yellow journals of the 
day. , 
His highly publicized invincibility 
makes his buddies nervous, however, and 
leads them unwittingly to a final 
showdown in which Billy is the ultimate 
prey. 

Estevez plays Billy as a prankish Robin 
Hood who garners sympathy despite his 
conscienceless way with a gun. Sheen, 
Estevez’ real-life brother, sensibly 
underplays his good-guy role as the 
deputy gang leader and Sutherland is 
quite appealing as the sensitive Doc who 
just wants to marry his Chinese 


Book reveals Father Serra 


JUNIPERO SERRA by Don DeNevi 
and Noel Francis Moholy; NY: Harper 
& Row, 1987; 224 pages; $8.95pb 


A statue of Father Junipero Serra 
stands in the Capitol Building in 
Washington, D.C., California history 
books recount his exploits, and on Sept. 
25, he will be beatified in Rome by: Pope 
John Paul II. Yet, this major figure 
remains little known to the general 
public. Don DeNevi and Franciscan 
Father Noel Moholy have tried to remedy 
that situation with this popular 
biography. 

The book paints a very sympathetic 
portrait of Serra (Father Moholy has been 
the primary promoter of the canonization 
effort), although it avoids the excesses of 
hagiography. The authors use a 
chronological, historical approach to trace 
Serra’s long life as a philosophy and 
theology professor, a missionary in Baja 
California, and finally as the pioneer 
missionary in Alta California. The latter 
portion takes up almost three-fourths of 
the book. 

The authors are concerned with proper 
historical perspective, so they spend a lot 
of time on the complex relationship 


among the missionaries, their superiors, 
the territorial governors and the Spanish 
crown. 

Understanding something about that 
intricate web helps the reader to 
appreciate many of the obstacles faced by 
all concerned. That understanding also 
allows one to see through much of the 
simplistic, and often shrill debates 


currently surrounding Serra and his. 


actions in California. 

Perhaps the most prominent of those 
debates has been the treatment of the 
native Indians by Serra and his 
missionaries. The book does not directly 
address specific charges. Instead, it relies 
heavily on contemporary writings, 


‘including many of Serra’s own, to show 


Serra’s love and concern for the Indians. 

This isn’t a whitewash, though. 
Conflicts are discussed, with one chapter 
dévoted to the attack on Mission San 
Diego de Alcala in which Father Luis 
Jayme was killed. But Serra emerges as 
much more of a champion than an 
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sweetheart (Murphy’s mistress) and ride 
off into the sunset. Phillips, a hit in ‘‘La 
Bamba’’ and ‘‘Stand and Deliver,’’ will 
excite his young female fans as the strong 
silent brown man out to avenge his tribe’s 
death from Murphy’s bad beef.

Pope praises Catholics ~“ 
for ‘new moral concern’ 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — 
Pope John Paul II has praised the growth 
of ‘‘a new moral concern’? among U.S. 
Catholics to help overcome world poverty 
and underdevelopment. 

‘*There is a growing consciousness that 

peace is indivisible and that true 
development is either shared by all or it is 
not true development,’’ he said Sept. 9 to 
a group of U.S. bishops from New 
England, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. 
This consciousness is accompanied by 
a conviction of the basic 
interdependence of all humanity, 
especially in facing poverty and 
underdevelopment,’’ he added. 

The bishops were making their ‘‘ad 
limina’’ visits, required every five years 
to report on the status of their dioceses. 
The pope spoke at his summer villa in 
Castel Gandolfo, 15 miles south of Rome. 

The pope praised the U.S. bishops for 
their treatment of world peace and 
development issues in their war and peace 
and economic pastoral letters: ‘The 
Challenge of Peace’? and ‘Economic 
Justice for All.’’ 

‘*As pastors of God’s people, you have 


ce 


asked them to reflect on the indivisibility 
of peace and on the consequences of 
economic interdependence,’’ the pope 
said. 

‘‘From this point of view we see how 
important economic and commercial 
relations are among the countries and 
people of the world, and how important it 
is that justice be observed in this sector,’’ 
he added. 

“On the international level the 
underdevelopment of peoples is 
accompanied and aggravated by the 
immense problem of their countries’ 
debts,’’ the pope said. 

Human rights also must be promoted, 
he added. 

‘Considering how important human 
rights are to the human person, it is clear 
that they must be vigorously defended in 
every program of development,’’ he said. 

Human solidarity is accomplished 
‘‘without distinction of creed, sex, race, 


nationality or political affiliation,’ the 


pope said. 

Also receiving papal praise was 
Catholic Relief Services, the foreign aid 
and development agency of the U/S. 
bishops.

South Africa and Angola began talks to 
end years of fighting and bring 
independence to South African-ruled 
Namibia. That, too, was seen as a 
breakthrough in one of the region’s worst 
trouble spots. 

“The role of the Holy See in the 
political affairs of the area is not and does 
not want to be one of mediation in the 
diplomatic sense of the word,’’ Vatican 
press spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls 
commented Sept. 13. 

‘‘But with its ethical insistence, the 
Holy See wants to help create a climate in 
which dialogue can be possible,’ he said. 

That kind of ‘‘ethical insistence”’ 
characterized the pope’s remarks during 
the first four days of his swing through 
Zimbabwe, Botswana, Lesotho, 
Swaziland and Mozambique. 

In his first speech in Zimbabwe, the 
pope appealed ‘‘to all those who bear 
responsibility for the destiny of the 
peoples of this region, of whatever racial 
extraction or ideological inspiration, to 
renounce the use of violence as a method 
for achieving their ends.’’ 

He said the leaders have a ‘‘duty before 
history’’ to resolve their conflicts 
peacefully, and added: ‘“The time for 
such steps is now.”’

Many of apartheid’s victims, the 
president told the pope, ‘‘are here with us 
today to see you and to ask for your 
blessing.”’ 

The Vatican’s carefully laid 
groundwork for the papal visit included 
trips to Angola, South Africa and 
Mozambique last spring and summer by 
Cardinal Roger Etchegaray, head of the 


justice and peace commission.
